Market  prices  of  apples  aoid  pears  declined  seasonally  from  mid- 
Septenter  to  inid-Octo'ber  but  citrus  prices  advmced  slir^'htly,  according 
to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Econoi-iics.    Market  prices  of  grapes  were 
unchanged  to  slightly  higher.    Prices  of  citrus  friaits  in  nid-October 
averaged  considerably  hi,-£iier  tha-n  a  year  earlier  v;hile  those  of  pears  and 
grapes  averaged  only  slightly  higrier,    Apple  prices  were  sharply  lower 
than  in  mid— October  1333.     These  price  chai^ges  from  last  year  reflect  to 
a  large  extent  chajiges  in  crop  prospects  as  coLrpared  V7ith  193^  and, to  a 
smaller  extent,   some  im^jrovement  in  consumer  purchasing  power. 

The  prelivainar^''  estimate  of  the  index  of  nonagri cultural  income 
for  September  was  93  percent  of  the  192^-i— 2^)  a-vera,ge,  compared  with  90  per- 
cent a  year  earlier.    The  index  of  income  of  industrial  workers  was  o3  pe3>- 
cent  of  192^29  in  August  against  12.  in  August  193^.    Both  of  these  measures 
have  risen  in  recent  months,  end.  it  is  indic::ted  that  they  will  continue  to 
advance  in  the  next  several  months,  so  tha-t  the  purchasing  power  of  con~ 
sumers  is  likely  to  average  considerably  higher  in  the  1939""^  fruit  market^ 
ing  season  than  in  the  previous  season* 

Prospects  for  the  commercial  apple  crop  declined  slightly  during 
September  but  the  indicated  production  as  of  October  1  was  about  23  percent 
larger  than  the  harvest  of  193S»     G-rape  prospects  also  d.-clined  slightly  in 
September  but  the  indicated  productio2i  of  poaches,  pears,  ITorthwest  prunes 


and  cranloerri es  increased  slightly.     Early  reports  indicated  production 
of  77inter  citras  soaawhat  snaller  than  in  193^  'b'^'t  substantially  above 
the  recent  IC— jrcar  average. 

■  APPLES 

prospects  for  the  connercial  apple  crop  declined  slightly  in  September, 
and  a,s  of  October  1  the  crop  was  indicated  to  total  3.01  million  bushels  or 
about  23  perc.-nt  l?^.r,";er  than  the  193^  crop  and  5  percent  more  thaja  the  re- 
cent 10— year  average.    Tlie  decline  in  prospects  was  quite  general  throughout 
the  ir.:portar:t  producing  areas,  with  the  Atlantic  Coast  States  showing  a  de- 
crease of  700,000  bushels,  the  ContraJ.  States  1  million,  and  the  Western 
grouo  500,000  buslicls. 

As  compared  with  the  193^  crov;  .and  the  average  production  for  the 
last  10  years,'  the  commercial  sumly  is  raodcrat'ely  large  in  the  Atlantic 
Coast  Sta.tes  as  a  group,  very  large  in  the  Central  States,  but  -onusually 
small  in  the  West,     [The  distribution  of  the  crop  is  particula.rly  noteworthy 
this  soa.son  since  the  Atlantic  Coast  and  7f>:st..rn  Sta.tes  usually  supply  most 
of  the  apples  for  export  and  considerable  quantities  for  markets  in  the 
Central  States.     Export  prospects  this  season  are  unfavorable  because  of 
average  to  larg-e  fruit  production  in  Europe  and  because  of  the  uncertainties 
occasioned  by  war  conditions.     This  would  ordinarily  moan  increased  quantities 
of  western  ap'oles  to  bo  marketed  in  the  Central  and  Ea-otern  States,     It  is 
not  unlikely,  however,  tha^t  the  decreased  exports  this  season  will  be  about 
offset  by  the  decreased  production  in  the  Western  Sta^tes.    The  two  groups 
together,  the  Atl-^ntic  Coast  ;^nd  Western  States,  have  a.  commercial  crop  of 
about  77  million  bushels  this  soa.son  compa.red  with  Jl  million  last  year  and 
a  10--yea„r  average  of  79  r.illion  busliels. 

1'his  supply  situation  is  reflected  in  nid-Octobcr  prices.  Average 
Drices  for  western  varieties,  while  lower  thrui  a  year  earlier,  are  not  as 
imch  lower  as  thoee  for  eastern  and  midwestem  stock.     At  Chicago,  eastern 
and  midwestcrn  Delicious- a.vera-god  39  cents  per  bushel  in  the  week  ended 
October  lU,  1939  corrparcd  with  $l."^f2  during  the  corresponding  week  of  193^, 
while  v/cstorn  Delicious  aver-'^;cd  $1.^9  ^-"'■'"^^  $1.S2  respect ivelj-.  Midwestern 
Jonathans  averaged  53  cents  per  bushel  lower  than  a  ye.ar  earlier  at  Chicago, 
whil'e  western  Jonathans  averaged  only  32  cents  per  box  lower.  Eastern 
Delicious  avera^god  49  cents  lower  than  in  193^  at  ITew  York  City,  'jhile  west- 
ern stock  was  only  36  cents  lower,    Anplc  prices  afc  market  centers  declined 
during  recent  weeks  under  the  pressure  of  soasoiial  increases  in  marketings. 
The  late  crop  is  being  h.ai'veated  and  is  ra-nidly  moving  into  storage* 

CITRUS  ERUITS 

Early  reports  indicate  a  totrd  fall  and  winter  orange  supply  of  9^.3 
million  boxes.     This  is  a„bout  2  p.-rcent  less  than  the  record  large  supply 
available  last  year,  but  nearly  eO  percent  more  than  the  recent  10~year  aver- 
age.   The  California  navel  croo  is  indicated  to  be  lo  -:)ercert  smaller  than
